NOW IT IS DAIRYING. 
The Magazine of Wall Street gives prominence to 
an interview which an experienced economist and 
writer secured with Chairman Legge of the Hoover 
farm board. Nothing particularly mw in Mr. Legge's 
views of the farm problem appears in the article but 
one statement should not permitted to pass unchal­ 
lenged. He speaks of the folly of the one-crop plan, 
something which the department of agriculture, agri­ 
cultural colleges and the press have been discussing 
for ten years. He goes on to say that in South Da­ 
kota. the farmers have broken away from a one-crop 
program and have found that dairying la extremely 
profitable. 
Now what has happened in South Dakota has taken 
place on a larger scale In Nebraska. Diversification 
of farm effort has been preached so successfully that 
instead of seven major crops, there are now twenty- 
erne of sufficient importance to be recorded by the fed­ 
eral and state department of crop estimates. 
The sour note comes from the fact that contrary 
to Mr. Legges statement dairying has not been the 
profitable industry which It was when the agency of 
which he wa« the head came into being. The federal 
farm board Is not to blame for that situation but Its 
chairman la open to censure for his willingness to 
spread misinformation relative to the present condi­ 
tion of the dairy Industry. 
Dairying la In the dol­ 
drums for the same reason that other phases of farm 
activity have been suffering. 
There la overproduc­ 
tion. 
Creamery warehouses have been choked with 
a surplus of butter and the price of butterfat dropped 
from 14 to IT cents a pound over what it was a few 
months ago. In Nebraska alone, the loss, due to price 
drop, will amount to more than 110.000,000 in 1930, 
and unless there Is a substantial recovery in the mar­ 
ket It will run higher than this. 
Unless the American farmer was to be given the 
domestic butter market through a rigorous applica­ 
tion of the tariff principle, It was inevitable that di­ 
versification of the farm program, calling for develop­ 
ment of the dairy, would result In overproduction Ac­ 
tually the Increase in butter production In the United 
States during 1929 was net enough to occasion con­ 
cern. 
It was the enormous increase In the use of 
substitutes which brought about the emergency. More 
substitutes were used because they could be purchased 
much more cheaply than real butter. One of the main 
ingredients of substitutes ta copra, admitted duty free 
In the United States, taken in vast quantities from 
the coconut groves of Jamaica, the Philippines, and 
South Sea Islands. Copr* can be produced at 6 cents 
a pound in this country. 
Unless the Hoover administration Is Inclined to 
place a sufficient duty upon copra to place the Ameri­ 
can cow on an equal footing with the coconut cow, it 
is absurd for Chairman Legge of the federal farm 
board to urge farmers to abandon grain crops In fa­ 
vor of dairying. If dairying Is to be restored to the 
prosperity which It enjoyed up until a few months 
ago, It will be necessary to place tariff duties upon 
copra, and other vegetable oils from the South Seas. 
The situation has been called to the attention of 
the president and congress constantly for the last 
four months. Yet no action of a remedial character 
has been taken and the task of rewriting the tariff 
law has been practically completed. If congress puts 
through a tariff bill without taking action on a pro­ 
posed duty on copra, it la certain that there la no 
avenue of escape for the farmer in taking up dairy­ 
ing. The Industry is far too vital to the continued 
progress of the American farm to be ignored. It de­ 
serves attention, and the failure of congress, and of 
Mr. Hoover to do what should be done constitutes 
the greatest indictment few failure to keep pre-elec­ 
tion promises.
